Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  m y  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  your  District  during  the 
year  1951 • 


The  population  has  risen  by  a  greater  amount  than  in  any 
previous  year  and  now  exceeds  twenty  thousand.  This  figure  includes  members  of 
the  armed  forces  stationed  in  the  area.  On  the  other  hand  the  birth  rate  has 
fallen  and  is  now  below  the  national  rate. 

The  death  rate  has  also  fallen  slightly,  although  the 
national  rate  rose  and  is  now  above  the  District  rate.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  has  risen  but  to  a  figure  only  just  above  the  national  rate.  The  three 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  all  of  persons  under  thirty.  There  was  an 
increase  in  the  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  associated  with  the  influ¬ 
enza  epidemic  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  accidental  deaths,  11  out  of 
14  occurring  in  persons  between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirty.  Poliomyelitis 
caused  one  death. 


The  total  incidence  of  infectious  disease  fell  from  the 
high  level  of  the  previous  year,  although  increases  occurred  in  respect  of 
whooping  cough  and  pneumonia.  There  were  only  six  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
compared  with  thirty  six  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  fresh  cases  of 
tuberculosis  did  not  fall  appreciably. 


HOUSING-. 


I  have  listened  with  very  great  interest  to  your  debates  on 
housing  matters.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  in  his  Foreword 
to  the  second  supplement  to  the  Housing  Manual  1949,  has  described  the  provision 
of  more  homes  as  "the  most  urgent  of  all  social  services".  I  believe  that  what 
you  do  in  respect  of  housing  can  be  of  more  significance  to  the  health  of  the 
community  than  anything  else  you  do,  and  I  have  been  deeply  impressed  by  the 
sincerity  with  which  you  always  approach  this  subject. 

I  have,  however,  been  struck  by  the  large  number  of  un¬ 
answered  questions  which  have  been  posed.  I  cannot  answer  them,  but  I  hope  you 
will  not  object  to  my  pointing  them  out. 

We  do  not  seem  to  be  sure  of  the  sizes  of  houses  required. 

In  my  Annual  Report  last  year,  I  gave  some  figures  which  indicate  that  there 
should  be  a  much  wider  variety  in  house  size,  and  that  in  the  future  a  higher 
proportion  of  small  houses  will  be  required.  We  do  not  seem  to  be  sure  what 
potential  demand  there  is  for  new  houses  at  various  rents.  We  have  a 
responsibility  as  housing  authority  for  those  who  cannot  afford  the  present 
rents  as  well  as  for  those  who  can. 
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At  present  we  have  no  system  by  which  an  impartial  opinion 
can  be  given  you  on  the  present  accommodation  of  various  applicants,  their 
state  of  overcrowding,  the  sanitary  conditions  under  which  they  live,  &c#  The 
statements  of  applicants  may  be  misleading  although  given  in  good  faith# 

We  do  not  always  know  in  which  parishes  an  applicant  would 
be  prepared  to  live,  and  we  frequently  do  not  know  why  an  outsider  wishes  to 
live  in  the  District# 


Much  of  this  information  could  be  built  up  gradually  if  we 
had  a  permanent  list  of  applicants#  The  list  would,  of  c curse,  need  to  be  kept 
up  to  date  and  might  entail  some  extra  work,  but  it  would,  I  believe,  give  you 
a  better  picture  of  the  present  and  future  housing  needs  of  your  District  than 
is  now  possible# 

Forty  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  four 
of  these  were  bungalows  and  the  remainder  of  the  three-bedroomed  type#

During  the  year  restrictions  'were  placed  on  the  milk  from 
nine  herds,  and  lifted  on  that  from  seven  herds#  At  the  end  of  the  year 
restrictions  remained  in  force  on  the  milk  from  seven  herds. 


MOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS. 


Four  individual  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  to 
us  during  the  year#  In  no  case  was  it  possible  to  identify  the  organism  or 
other  agent  responsible#  One  of  our  principal  difficulties  in  this  matter,  is 
that  by  the  time  the  case  is  notified  to  us  it  is  usually  impossible  to  obtain 
any  suitable  specimens  of  faeces,  vomitus  or  suspected  foodstuff#

REPORT  OP  SANITARY  INSPECTOR

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  as 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector* 

The  year  which  closed  with  reflection  on  many  duties  and 
responsibilities  not  so  fully  covered  as  one  would  have  liked,  has  been  one 
during  which  progress  has  been  made  in  various  ways  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  reports  upon  specific  matters  coming  within  my  purview. 

It  was  with  the  greatest  possible  pleasure  that  I  was  able 
to  report,  in  December,  that  Mr.  Sheldrake  was  one  of  the  seventeen  candidates, 
(out  of  a  total  of  forty-one),  successful  in  obtaining  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Certificate,  a  fitting  reward  for  the  vaulable  assistance  he  had  rendered  through¬ 
out  this  year  when  no  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  available. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Meat  Inspection. 


This  item  is  given  pride  of  place  in  the  report  as  it  not 
only  constitutes  a  major  duty  demanding,  on  an  average,  four  afternoons  per 
week  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  time,  but  warrants  attention  as  the  most  un¬ 
satisfactory  service  dealt  with  in  the  report. 

This  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  premises  at  Watton, 
where  slaughtering  is  carried  out,  are  totally  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  amount 
of  killing  done. 


Records  show  that  in  1943  >  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  unfavourably  on  the  inadequacy  of  the  premises 
and  detailed  the  defects  existing  at  that  time. 

Many  of  the  remediable  defects  have  since  been  attended  to 
and  minor  improvements  are  frequently  being  made,  but  the  major  problems  are 
incapable  of  being  solved  in  the  present  buildings. 

In  the  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1949  and  1950  >  reference 
was  made  to  the  difficulties  encountered  by  a  Meat  Inspector  under  these 
conditions,  and  when  it  is  realised  that  the  number  of  animals  inspected  has 
risen  from  3 >098  in  1949  to  4,208  in  1951  (and  is  still  rising)  it  is  not 
difficult  to  see  that  despite  the  efforts  of  the  Slaughterhouse  staff  to  do  the 
best  possible,  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  this  vital  industry  is  little  better 
than  appalling. 


Complete  and  thorough  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  is 
frequently  physically  inpossible  as  there  is  insufficient  space  in  the 
slaughterhouse  to  permit  proper  separation  of  adjacent  carcases  while  slaughter 
and  dressing  of  other  animals  continues  in  the  same  room. 

The  infrequence  of  complaints  regarding  the  meat  distri¬ 
buted  from  these  premises  reflects  the  thoroughness  and  care  exercised  by  the 
staff  responsible  for  operation  of  the  establishment. 


Daring  the  year,  213  visits  were  made  to  the  Slaughterhouse 
and  the  following  animals  inspected

Ante-mortem  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  approxi¬ 
mately  50%  of  the  animals. 

No  case  of  disease  notifiable  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
Act,  was  found  during  inspection.

RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE 

BY  PESTS  ACT,  1  949. 


For  the  first  five  months  of  the  year,  the  Council  con¬ 
tinued  to  utilise  the  services  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee 
in  this  respect. 


On  the  4th  June,  1951  >  'the  Council's  Rodent  Control  Service 
commenced  with  the  engagement  of  two  Operatives;  one  stationed  at  Attleborough 
and  the  other  at  Watt  on,  from  which  centres  they  worked  independently  using 
bicycles  for  transport.  After  two  months  the  Employee  stationed  at  Watton 
resigned  and  when  a  replacement  was  engaged,  it  was  found  more  convenient  for 
the  two  operatives  to  work  together  from  the  Attleborough  Centre.  The 
efficiency  and  scope  of  the  service  was  considerably  improved  when  in  November 
the  Council  purchased  a  "Reliant”  three-wheeled  van  for  use  on  the  Scheme.  The 
operatives  attended  a  two-day  Training  Course,  held  by  the  Ministry  of 
agriculture  and  Fisheries  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  their  employment. 

Parishes  are  inspected  systematically  and  where  infestations 
are  found,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  whole  of  the  area  of 
infestation  is  treated  at  or  about  the  same  time;  either  solely  by  the  Council's 
staff  or  in  conjunction  with  the  services  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  (infestation  Control  Division),  the  County  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  and  other  approved  Contractors.  In  this  latter  respect,  full  co¬ 
operation  is  enjqyed  with  the  Staffs  of  the  bodies  mentioned. 

The  whole  of  the  Parishes  of  Banham,  New  Buckenham, 
Kenninghall  and  North  Lopham  have  been  inspected  and  treated  and  services 
provided  in  several  other  parishes  in  various  parts  of  the  District.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 
and  Night soil. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  night-soil 
continued  as  in  1950?  and  complaints  concerning  these  services  have  been  very 
infrequent . 


During  the  year  Ministry  approval  was  given  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  Deopham  Green  Airfield  Sewage  Works  for  the  reception  and  treatment 
of  night-soil# 


This  work  was  put  in  hand  and  was  completed  in  March,  1951* 

In  the  Annual  review  of  estimates,  the  Council  sought  ways 
and  means  of  reducing  scavenging  costs  from  the  estimated  figure  of  £7? 690  to 
£4>000  with  the  result  that  the  three  refuse  collection  crews  were  reduced  from 
three  men  per  vehicle  to  two  per  vehicle#  Reduction  of  night-soil  collection 
crews  was  not  effected  as  two  additional  parishes  (Old  Buckenham  and  North 
Lopham)  were  included  in  the  Scheme# 
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In  addition  it  was  decided  that  all  cesspool  emptying 
should  be  charged  for  from  the  end  of  July. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the  year  the  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  utilised  extensively  by  private  individuals  and  the  Council  for 
the  cleansing  of  cesspools,  sewer  tanks,  vaults,  highway  drainage  cisterns  &c. 

On  one  occasion  36  loads  of  water  (some  28,000  gallons)  were  removed  from  a 
pond  to  prevent  flooding  of  adjoining  Council  Reuses.  Details  of  these  services 
are  given  below

Income  from  the  88  emptyings  of  Private  cesspools  was  £167*  -s.  -d. ,  and 
the  value  of  total  emptyings  carried  out  during  the  year  nearly  £700. 

(c)  Drainage  of  Premises. 

Advice  has  been  given  and  the  work  supervised  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  twenty-four  new  drainage  systems,  twenty  at  private 
dwellings  (including  farm-houses)  three  at  licensed  premises  and  one  at  Wayland 
Hospital,  Attleborough. 


(d)  Sewers  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  item  under  this  heading  is  to  report  that  work 
commenced  on  the  sewerage  of  the  Parish  of  Watt on  where  the  absence  of  proper 
facilities  has  prevented  the  abatement  of  many  serious  drainage  nuisances  over 
a  number  of  years  and  doubtless  has  discouraged  much  development  which  may  have 

taken  place. 


At  Attleborough,  a  9"  storm  overflow  was  provided  on  the 
main  delivery  sewer  between  the  town  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  a  cost  of  £117* 
This  has  proved  a  successful  measure  in  preventing  flooding  of  agricultural 
land  from  inspection  chambers  in  the  sewer  during  heavy  storms. 
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The  outfall  stream  from  the  Sewage  Works  to  Fettel  Bridge, 
Attleborough,  has  been  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

At  Old  Buckenham  Airfield  Sewage  Plant  an  electrically 
operated  pump  hats  been  fitted  to  re-c  Peculate  the  effluent  through  the  works  a 
second  time.  This  measure  was  adopted  to  ensure  more  thorough  treatment  of  the 
incoming  sewage  which  now  includes  wastes  from  the  United  Dairies  new  Creamery 
at  Attleborough. 


The  sewer  cisterns  at  New  Buckenham  (43  in  number)  were 
cleansed  in  co-operation  with  Highway  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
agreement  with  that  body. 

All  sewer  ditches  in  the  district  were  cleaned  out  by  the 

Council’s  staff. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Twenty  supplies  were  tested  during  the  year,  twenty  five 
samples  and  repeat  samples  being  taken  for  this  purpose. 

Of  these,  fourteen  were  examined  chemically  and 
bacteriologically,  nine  bacteriologically  only  and  two  for  nitrate  estimation 
only.  Pour  of  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  were  also  examined  for 
nitrate  estimation. 


Results  showed  fourteen  samples  to  be  satisfactory  and  nine 
unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes  whilst  one  of  the  six  nitrate  samples  was 
unsafe  for  infant  feeding. 

The  Scheme  providing  for  the  sampling  of  water  supplies  in 
connection  with  the  prevention  of  well-water  cyanosis  in  bottle  fed  infants 
was  introduced  on  a  County  basis  by  the  County  Council  and  replaced  the  modi¬ 
fied  procedure  adopted  by  the  District  Council  earlier  in  the  year. 

One  supply  was  still  unsatisfactory  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
but  in  this  case  an  alternative  supply  was  made  available. 


VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 


Disinfestation  with  5%  D.D.T.  spray  was  carried  out  in  one 
case  of  flea  infestation  of  a  dwelling-house. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  POOLS. 


Although  many  minor  improvements  have  been  effected  at 
Loch  Neat on,  Wat ton,  the  Management  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  provide  a 
chlorination  plant. 


Manual  chlorination  is  done  as  required. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Seventeen  fumigations  of  premises  we  re  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  appropriate  investigations  and  reports  furnished  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 
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We  were  privileged  to  assist  in  some  measure  in  the 
Poliomyelitis  research  conducted  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  by 
co-operating  in  the  test-swabbing  of  30  inspection  chambers  in  sewers  and 
private  drains  in  Attleborough*  Two  such  tests  were  done  on  the  points  selected. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1957* 


Little  routine  inspection  work  has  been  possible  under  this 
heading  during  the  year,  but  defects  are  notified  by  the  Inspector  of  Factories 
with  whom  full  co-operation  is  enjoyed. 


With  the  valued  assistance  of  the  Fire  Prevention 
Department  of  the  National  Fire  Service,  a  complete  survey  of  the  Cyder  Works, 
Attleborough  was  carried  out  and  a  "Means  of  Escape"  Certificate  issued  to 
cover  the  premises  which  were  re-built  following  extensive  war  damage.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 


There  are  no  Commercial  Camping  Sites  in  the  District. 
Five  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  erection  or  stationing  of  single 
dwel lings. 


HOUSING. 


Whilst  nineteen  sub-standard  dwellings  have  been  rendered 
fit  as  the  result  of  informal  representation,  the  limitation  of  rents  charge¬ 
able  (by  the  provisions  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Act)  and  the  rise  in  building 
costs,  has  in  many  cases  prevented  owners  from  carrying  out  works  of  maintenance 
which  they  would  otherwise  have  done. 

Seven  notices  of  "Time  and  PLace"  were  served  and  one 
Demolition  Order  was  made  under  the  Housing  Act,  193^* 

One  application  for  grant  aid  in  respect  of  improvement  of 
a  dwelling  house  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  was  approved  and  two  further 
applications  refused.

GENERAL. 


Records  of  the  years  work  show  that  a  total  of  1,789 
inspection  visits  have  been  made  for  all  purposes  and  that  despite  staff  re¬ 
organisation  it  has  been  a  year  of  continued  steady  progress  in  the  field  of 
environmental  hygiene. 

The  increasing  interest  of  the  public  in  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  (and  indeed  in  Local  Government  functions  generally) 
is  evinced  by  the  growing  demand  for  and  attendance  at  talks  given  on  the 
subject  to  various  public  bodies. 

On  the  positive  side,  the  Council’s  extensive  housing 
schemes,  extension  of  piped  water  supplies  and  main  sewerage  schemes  already 
coming  into  being,  are  indicative  of  its  progressive  policy*  They  will  not 
only  provide  the  essential  services  neecbd,but  permit  further  progress  in  the 
elimination  of  undesireable  features,  thus  ensuring  a  healthy  environment  for 
the  community  and  encouraging  development  v/here  it  has  hitherto  been 
impracticable.
